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Organizers of Wrigleyville 
TBOX event Saturday 
book additional security

The biggest bar crawl in Wrigleyville will 
triple its security to help make sure the event 
goes smoothly this weekend, a spokeswoman 
for the organizer said Wednesday. 

With roughly 13,000 bargoers expected to 
hop among 50 bars in Wrigleyville on Satur- 
day for the 12 Bars of Christmas (also known 
as TBOX) pub crawl, the organizer, Festa 
Parties, has beefed up its security and traffic 
safety plans as well as set up a neighborhood 
hotline to address any issues. 

This year’s event, sponsored by RedEye, 
will see the presence of “several hundred” 
private security personnel and off-duty police 
officers, which is nearly triple the number of 
security personnel compared with last year, 
to help with crowd control, pedestrian safety 
and neighborhood surveillance, said Lissa 
Druss Christman, spokeswoman for Festa 
Parties. Citing security purposes, officials 


wouldn't provide the exact number of security 
officers on hand for 19th annual event. 

“We really want all the patrons and pedes- 
trians to be as safe as possible,” she said. 

In the past, residents have complained 
about public intoxication, property damage 
and revelers urinating, littering and walking 
into traffic. In 2012, one man was arrested and 
charged with aggravated battery for stabbing 
a man with a broken beer bottle, hours after 
the event ended, at a bar that was part of the 
pub crawl. Ald. Tom Tunney (44th), who rep- 
resents the area, had floated the idea of regu- 
lating pub crawls but it didn’t go far. 

Since that incident, the pub crawl was 
“much better managed last year,” said Erin 
Duffy, Tunney’s community outreach director. 

Festa Parties has worked with Tunney’s of- 
fice and the 19th police district, applying for 
a special event permit that obliges organiz- 
ers to comply with the same requirements 
as an event like Northalsted Market Days to 
provide private security and cleanup services, 
Duffy said. 

“They’ve hired several hundred extra pri- 


vate security and off-duty officers this year, 
which is a significant change and improve- 
ment to years past,” Duffy said. 

While the official hours of TBOX are from 
8 a.m. to 8 p.m. Saturday, security staff will 
work until 2 a.m. Sunday, according to a letter 
sent to neighborhood and business associa- 
tions and provided by Festa Parties. An event 
command and control center will be based at 
Clark and Eddy streets. Additionally, traffic 
control aides will be stationed from 7:30 a.m. 
until 11:30 p.m. along Clark Street at the inter- 
sections of Waveland Avenue, Addison Street, 
Eddy Street, Cornelia Avenue, Newport Av- 
enue and Roscoe Street, the letter stated. 

The bar crawl’s traffic safety plan includes 
the removal of metered parking spots on Clark 
Street and placement of barricades to guide 
bargoers to stay on sidewalks. Festa Parties is 
responsible for reimbursing the city for lost 
revenue from parking meters. Information 
on how far the parking restrictions stretch 
on Clark Street or how long parking will be 
banned was not immediately available. 

According to the organizer, there will be 


first-aid stations, two private ambulances on 
standby, waste containers and recycling bins, 
porta-potties along the event route and a 
cleanup crew. 

Tunney, who detailed the security precau- 
tions in the weekly newsletter he emails to 
residents, was set to meet with bar owners 
Thursday to discuss bar occupancy and alco- 
hol consumption, Duffy said. 

The TBOX neighborhood hotline is 
773-340-2342. 

Also new this year is an improved phone 
app to upload photos, check in on Facebook, 
read tweets about the event and help spread 
out the crowds by showing which bars are not 
as busy to avoid waiting in line, Druss Christ- 
man said. 

TBOX is donating $25,000 to Lakeview 
Pantry and $25,000 to the Chicago Police 
Memorial Foundation, she said. 

The goal this year remains the same as past 
years, Druss Christman said, in “making sure 
it’s a fun event and making sure everyone is 
safe and everyone has a good time.”

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Big park for Little Village 


Park adds green space to 
densely populated area

Nearly nine miles southwest of the new Mag- 
gie Daley Park downtown, an even bigger 
park is opening to less fanfare this weekend. 

Built atop a three-foot stone cap on what 
used to be the contaminated Celotex indus- 
trial site in Little Village, the 22-acre park at 
2800 S. Sacramento Ave. is set to open Sun- 
day, providing what officials are calling much- 
needed green space in the densely populated 
Latino neighborhood. 

“This is the largest brownfield conversion 
in America. It’s not just a conversion. It’s a 
conversion to open space, park space and 
playgrounds,” Mayor Emanuel said Thursday 
while touring the site, which he called the Big 
Park in Little Village. The proposed name, La 
Villita, is pending approval from the Chicago 
Park District. 

The mayor’s office, hoping the Little Vil- 
lage park doesn’t get lost in the shadow of 
other park projects, such as the Maggie Daley 
Park, which will see its skating ribbon open 
Saturday, invited RedEye to walk through the 
site Thursday. 

“I’m proud that Maggie Daley is going to be 
one ofakind,” he said, adding about La Villita. 
“This [park], in the neighborhood, is going to 
be one of a kind. So we can constantly make 
sure that people see everything we’re doing as 
a city investing in our neighborhoods.” 

One of Emanuel’s key themes in his re-elec- 
tion campaign is that he is helping Chicago’s 
neighborhoods. 

Tucked a block behind the busy commer- 
cial strip of 26th Street at the north end and 
sandwiched between single-family homes on 
the east and west sides, the new $11 million 
park is within an eyeshot of the Cook County 
Jail. 

The Little Village community, which ad- 
vocated for years to shut down coal plants in 
the neighborhood, also pushed for more than 
a decade to get more park space in the area. 

“It’s been a very long effort to realize the 
park, so it’s really amazing,” said Antonio 
Lopez, executive director of the Little Vil- 
lage Environmental Justice Organization. 
The lengthy process included the sale of the 
property to the city and the remediation of 
the site, he said.

said the community has weighed in on every 
inch of the park. 

“This is a game changer for this commu- 
nity—for South Lawndale, Pilsen, Little Vil- 
lage,” Kelly said. Not only will it serve 5,800 
families with kids age 6 and younger in the 
neighborhood, he said, but it’s also the biggest 
new park to open in the city in 2014. 

The park looks like a sports complex with 
its two artificial turf soccer fields, two basket- 
ball courts, a skate park and two soon-to-be 
built baseball fields. It also features a chil- 
dren’s playground with a mini rock-climbing 
wall, rope jungle and alligator water slide. 
Lopez said the community is eager to work 
with the park district and local officials to add 
a field house to the park for year-round pro- 
gramming. 

Karen Canales, 20, a college student liv- 
ing in Little Village, said the new park will 
encourage exercise that can help combat the 
high obesity rates in the community. 

‘A lot of it comes down to young people 
in Little Village. We don’t have a lot of rec- 
reational space,” she told RedEye during a 
phone conversation. “I feel like Little Village 
is obviously growing a lot and this park is defi- 
nitely going to help. With this park, I can en- 
vision a much healthier Little Village for us, 
for everybody here.”

‘Sweet Home 
Alabama’ leads 
to cop suspension

A Chicago police officer has been disci- 
plined after he admitted playing a song 
some consider racially offensive during a 
protest against police violence last week- 
end, the department said Thursday. 

The action was taken after a video sur- 
faced apparently showing a Chicago police 
car blasting Lynyrd Skynyrd’s “Sweet Home 
Alabama” during the Saturday protest. 

According to a statement issued by the 
department, the officer said he was playing 
the music as a “fan of the University of Ala- 
bama,” whose football team was playing the 
University of Missouri for the SEC cham- 
pionship and a shot at the NCAA playoffs. 

But the department said it “fully under- 
stands sensitivities related to the song and, 
regardless, we cannot condone any behav- 
ior that may be viewed as disruptive or 
disrespectful to any protester or resident.” 

“CPD is dedicated to ensuring resi- 
dents’ right to free speech and peaceful as- 
sembly,” it added. 

The department did not disclose what 
disciplinary action would be taken against 
the officer or identify him, but a source 
said the officer would be suspended for 10 
days pending the approval of Superinten- 
dent Garry McCarthy. 

The march was one of several in past 
weeks after recent announcements that 
white police officers who killed Michael 
Brown in Ferguson, Mo., and Eric Garner 
in New York City —both unarmed Afri- 
can-Americans—will not face charges. 

The incident was captured on video 
by Humboldt Park resident Gabriel Mi- 
chael. Michael could not immediately be 
reached for comment Thursday, though in 
a previous interview with RedEye, he said 
he was surprised to hear police play the 
song, which is sometimes viewed as racist. 

“To hear that playing from a police car at 
the end of a protest against police brutal- 
ity and the murder of African-Americans, 
it was just jarring,” he said. 

The 1974 song has been co-opted by neo- 
Confederate groups, said Southern Poverty 
Law Center senior fellow Mark Potok. 

“It’s nostalgia for the pre-civil rights 
South,” he told RedEye earlier this week.

Couples drawn to 12-13-14 wedding date 


Last sequential date for 
20 years makes special 
day more memorable

Chicago wedding planner Anthony Navarro 
can’t remember another December in his 
13 years in the business that has kept him as 
busy as this weekend will. 

That’s in part because Saturday’s date 
is the last sequential date—12-13-14—for 
20 years until Jan. 2, 2034. 

And it falls on the most popular day of the 
week for weddings. 

Navarro, who runs an event planning firm 
in Lincoln Park, has three ceremonies on his 
plate this weekend. Compared with a typi- 
cal December weekend in Chicago? “That’s 
huge,” he said. 

Indeed, couples across the country are 
drawn to unusual dates like Saturday’s. 

More than 13,000 weddings are registered 
for Saturday with David’s Bridal, according 
to a spokeswoman, while on the same Sat- 
urday in 2013—12-14-13—the company had 
6,621 events registered. 

“Many couples like the idea of the numer- 
ology and think it can be good luck,” said 


Pamela Wallack, CEO of David's Bridal, in 
an email. 

For others, like Claire Threlkeld, who will 
walk down the aisle at Fourth Presbyterian 
Church in the Gold Coast, planning nup- 
tials on the date is just happy coincidence. 

Threlkeld, 29, who works in medical de- 
vice sales and lives in the Gold Coast, said 
she scoured the 2014 calendar after her 
January engagement for a wedding date that 
included both her and her fiancee’s lucky 
numbers: 12 and 4. April seemed too soon, 
she remembers thinking, so she set her 
sights on Saturdays in December. 

“I knew right then that we had to get 
married on that unique and special date,” 
Threlkeld said. 

Sequential-numbered dates have driven 
date-specific wedding numbers up since at 
least the early 2000s, according to thek- 
not.com wedding website. When Saturday, 
July 7, 2007—7-7-07—rolled around, the 
site said 52,000 couples in the US. married. 
In 2011, the most popular wedding date was 
Sept. 10—9-10-11. Wallack said even se- 
quential dates that don’t fall on a Saturday 
see an uptick in couples getting married, 
like Nov. 12, 2013, a Tuesday. 


“For some people it’s like an extra layer 
of special for the two of them as a couple 
starting their life together,” said Navarro, 
who helped Threlkeld plan her wedding day. 
“I just think people are drawn to it because 
it’s something that’s different ... they don’t 
come around that often.” 

Wallack said she knows of couples in- 
corporating Saturday’s date into elements 
of their ceremony, including one that is at- 
tempting to be named husband and wife 
at exactly 3:16 p.m. so the pronouncement 
comes on 12-13-14 at 15:16 p.m. in military 
time. 

Threlkeld said she and her fiance, Jon Jan- 
ulis, aren't going that far. The date worked 
well for them because in addition to includ- 
ing their lucky numbers and falling on a Sat- 
urday, it played well with Threlkeld’s love of 
Christmastime and the holiday lights along 
the Magnificent Mile. 

“Everything just kind of aligned,” she said. 

Janulis, 27, who works at the Chicago 
Board of Trade, joked that there’s another 
more practical reason he appreciates the 
memorable date. 

“I should never forget the anniversary, 
ever,” he said.

CIA chief admits use 
of ‘abhorrent’ tactics 


CIA Director John Brennan said Thurs- 
day some agency officers used “abhorrent” 
methods on detainees captured following 
the Sept. 11 attacks and said it was “unknow- 
able” whether harsh interrogation techniques 
yielded useful intelligence. 

With his agency under fire in the aftermath 
of a US. Senate report detailing the CIA’s use 
of torture on detainees after the 2001 attacks, 
Brennan rejected the report’s conclusion that 
the agency had deceived the White House, 
Congress and the public about its interroga- 
tion program. 

“Our reviews indicate that the detention 
and interrogation program produced useful 
intelligence that helped the United States 
thwart attack plans, capture terrorists and

save lives,” Brennan told a news conference at 
the agency’s Virginia headquarters. 

“But let me be clear. We have not concluded 
that it was the use of EITs (enhanced interro- 
gation techniques) within that program that 
allowed us to obtain useful information from 
detainees subjected to them,” Brennan said.

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Rice 


introduces plum brandy

Would you like some Romanian plum brandy 
with your Macanese cuisine? Chef Abe Con- 
lon of Logan Square’s Fat Rice thinks you 
might. 

It’s an odd story that began when Fat Rice’s 
handyman, Joan “Onu” Aldea, made his an- 
nual trip home to his farmhouse in Romania. 
He returned to Chicago with a plastic water 
bottle filled with homemade grappa tucked 
into his luggage, and later brought it into the 
restaurant for Conlon to try. 

“When I grew up in Massachusetts, there 
was definitely a culture of older folks like my 
great-grandfather who used to make wine 
and moonshine in {the} basement,” Conlon 
said. “So when I saw this stuff, I thought, 
‘This is going to be horrendous.’ But we did a 
little shot of it, and I was totally blown away. 
It was one of the best grappas I’d ever had, 
and it came out of a water bottle wrapped in 
tinfoil.” 

Sensing Conlon’s interest, Aldea began 
bringing back different creations, including 
a bottle of homemade tuica, a popular Ro- 
manian spirit made from fermented plums. 
Pronounced “SWEE-ka,” the spirit is often 
homemade and commonly served before 
meals and on special occasions. 

After sharing Aldea’s tuica with some 
friends, Conlon had the idea that maybe they 
could distill their own version here in 
Chicago. 

There was one problem: Aldea didn’t speak 
English. So, communicating through a trans- 
lator when possible, Aldea’s son when needed

and Google Translate the rest of the time, the 
pair set out to create a Midwestern version of 
the Eastern European drink. 

Conlon and Aldea turned to Peter Klein 
at Seedling Farms in Michigan, who not only 
had plenty of plums but also lent his experi- 
ence in cider-making to help them ferment 
the fruit. They then teamed up with Tremaine 
Atkinson, head distiller at West Loop’s CH 
Distillery, to help with the distilling and bot- 
tling. 

“This is the traditional method of making 
tuica, and it imparts this gorgeous essence of 
fruit and bitter almond flavor as well as mara- 
schino notes,” Conlon said. “Even though it’s 
completely clear, it still delivers all the beauti- 
ful flavors of a ripe plum without the sweet- 
ness or acidity.” 

Conlon adds that, at 90 proof, “it’s defi- 
nitely hot.” 

Fat Rice will be offering pours of Onu at 
its bar. But it raises the question: Why serve 
a Romanian brandy at a Macanese restaurant? 

“We focus on Macanese food, which incor- 
porates a lot of things, none of which are Ro- 
manian,” Conlon said. “But I’m into all things 
made by heart and hand.”

Keira Knightley and 
Benedict Cumberbatch 
in ‘The Imitation Game’ 


A few good, not great 
secrets up its sleeve 


The complexity of 
real life can be very 
difficult to capture 
on film. How many 
movies have you 
seen based on a true 
story that seem to 
deliver only a portion 
of what happened, in 
a way that entertains 
but doesn’t feel en- 
tirely authentic? 

Add one to that 
total, thanks to “The 
Imitation Game,” 
based on a doozy of a true story that, in its 
telling, both works and doesn't. In a good 
performance I wouldn't call worthy of his 
forecasted Oscar nomination, Benedict 
Cumberbatch plays Alan Turing, a socially 
awkward British mathematician far better 
at decoding intricate puzzles than under- 
standing other humans. In 1939 he lands a 
top-secret job working to decrypt Enigma, a 
machine the Germans use to send out coded 
messages. Break the code, win the war. 

I suppose watching a team of math whiz- 
zes bickering while working lacks a certain 
pizazz. Perhaps that’s why director Morten 
Tyldum and Chicago-native writer Graham 
Moore’s adaptation of Andrew Hodges’ novel 
hops around in time, from Turing’s feverish 
work inventing a machine to unravel Enigma 
to English cops investigating Turing in the

ane Imitation Game 


early ’50s to his troubled school years in the 
late ’20s. Rather than establish a tense knot- 
ting of past and more distant past, this effect 
delays the reveal of things we already know 
or have guessed. Meanwhile, there’s not a 
particularly clear idea of what Turing’s doing 
with his machine (which he names Christo- 
pher) or how each of his teammates (includ- 
ing Keira Knightley and Matthew Goode) 
contribute. The relationship between Turing 
and Joan (Knightley), which touches on 
decades of intolerance in England, fails to 
properly explore their feelings, both about 
themselves and the other person. 

“The Imitation Game” does a better job 
with the historical bullet points than with 
the interior lives of its characters. Even for 
someone who’s not big on history (point- 
ing to myself), this true story has massive 
relevance as well as some moral intricacy; 

a decision must be made about saving lives 
versus revealing an intellectual upper hand 
during wartime. That the film underplays its 
details and overplays clunky dialogue—the 
worst line is repeated three times, as if mak- 
ing sure at least one instance could be used 
in the trailer—doesn’t take away from the 
bigger, explosive evidence that battles can be 
won by those who never pick up a weapon. 
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Funnier than it is smart

demonstrates that he 
wants to have a sing- 
ing career. Naming 
the person wouldn’t take away the hilarious 
sight of his crooning. But I won't spoil it. 
Good laughs come reasonably often in 
“Top Five,” in which Chris Rock (TI Think I 
Love My Wife”) shows progress as an actor 
and director but still has room to grow as a 
writer. He stars as Andre Allen, a comedian 
who becomes so well-known for his trilogy 
of “Hammy” movies —in which Andre wears 
a full-body suit to play the titular bear—that 
people who recognize him on the street 
shout, “What’s up, Hammy?” Andre doesn’t 
like this, especially because he refuses to 
make another “Hammy” movie and wants 
people to see his new film, “Uprize,” about 
a Haitian slave revolution. As you might 
expect, public excitement is considerably 


higher for the new Tyler Perry movie. 

At the center of “Top Five” is Andre’s in- 
terview with New York Times reporter/single 
mom Chelsea Brown (Rosario Dawson), ask- 
ing her subject why he’s not funny anymore 
and if his upcoming wedding to a reality star 
(Gabrielle Union) is for love or career. Never 
does Rock suggest there’s anything to that 
relationship, and ... let’s see, how to say this 
in a non-spoilery way ... why do so many 
movie journalists have no ethics whatsoever? 

Coupled with Rock’s stale points about 
the lonely superficiality of the entertain- 
ment biz and the desire to be taken seriously, 
this is a movie that thinks it has a lot to say 
as it echoes “Almost Famous” and “Tropic 
Thunder” and “Birdman” and “Interview” 
and many other movies, shows, articles, etc. 
Also: When Chelsea mentions a past lesbian 
experience, Andre makes a k.d. Lang crack. 


Real timely. 

However, even if “Top Five” isn’t auto- 
biographical (as Rock claims), it contains an 
authentic, frustrated streak of personal con- 
fession. Andre is tired of trying to be funny, 
partly influenced by his recent sobriety. And 
fortunately Rock hasn't lost his interest in

getting laughs, with several of Andre’s lines 
hitting like stand-up: There’s no Grooms 
magazine. Was Martin Luther King’s assas- 
sination motivated by “Planet of the Apes”? 
That’s good stuff. Clearly Andre still can be 
funny; he just doesn’t know if it’s possible 
when everyone’s watching.

Yeah, the dull “Exodus: Gods and Kings” 
isn’t going for authenticity, though we could 
talk all day about the necessity of sticking to 
the so-called facts of Biblical stories. (Darren 
Aronofsky didn’t seem to care in “Noah’). 
Christian Bale stars as Moses, who grew up 
best pals with Ramses (Joel Edgerton). After 
discovering he was born a member of the He- 
brews who, by this time (13300 BCE), Ramses’ 
people have persecuted for 400 years, Moses

is banished. He gets married (Spanish actress 
Maria Valverde plays his wife, Sefora) and, 
nearly a decade later, sees a vision of God—as 
presented through a child—that motivates 
him to go back and help. 

Director Ridley Scott and a team of four 
screenwriters inadvertently raise unaddressed 
moral questions about Moses’ complacency 
while Ramses executes innocent families and 
why God allowed the enslavement to drag 
on before unleashing a series of plagues. The 
movie is more concerned with some blood- 
less battles (featuring a high quantity of face- 
less warriors screaming “Yahhh!!!!”) and some 
very questionable survivors of a massive wave 
that makes the one in “Interstellar” look like 
a kiddie pool. There’s nothing about faith or 


community in this story. Oh, and the accents 
are all over the place. 

Perhaps audiences only want the basics 
from material like this— something to fill a 
few weeks of Sunday school if the kids want 
something newer than “The Ten Command- 
ments.” The awkwardly titled “Exodus: Gods 
and Kings” touches on the best-known bits 
of this story and little more, which is disap-

pointing considering the movie runs 150 min- 
utes and includes plenty of people who are as 
talkative as the horses. A nearly unrecogniz- 
able Aaron Paul plays Joshua; one of his only 
lines is to ask Moses, “What does God tell 
you?” Paul’s natural skepticism would have 
been perfect for a voice of doubt; instead he 
was cast as the silent guy who’s along for the 
ride. Go figure.

A mysterious con 
artist inserts himself 
into the lives ofa 
wealthy couple. All 
three are American, 
but the story takes 
place in bright, 
sweaty, culture-rich 
Europe, an escape for people who seem to be 
hiding from something. Curiosity and secrets 
turn to suspicion and death; meanwhile, the 
charms of the surroundings no longer feel so 
welcoming. 

If that sounds like “The Talented Mr. Rip- 
ley,” it’s because “The Two Faces of January” 
also comes from a novel by “Ripley” author 
Patricia Highsmith. In many ways, “Janu- 
ary” is a second-rate version of its literary 
sibling (masterfully brought to big-screen 
life in 1999 by one of Matt Damon’s best 
performances), and not just because of the 
similar set-up. First, some more detail: Rydal 
(Oscar Isaac) works as an Athens tour guide, 
so far removed from his past in New Jersey 
that he elected not to return for his father’s 
funeral. During a tour of the Acropolis, Rydal 
encounters Chester (Viggo Mortensen) and 
Colette (Kirsten Dunst), who soon hire the 
guide for a trip through a flea market. His 
expertise seems to be swindling less-savvy 
travelers through his mastery of the ex-

change rate, though he also speaks multiple 
languages and possesses a certain easygoing 
charisma. Colette’s intrigued; Chester, far 
from oblivious to Rydal’s eyes on his wife, has 
doubts. 

As deceptive practices tend to chase peo- 
ple down, soon the couple and third wheel 
are more of a trio, pursuing new identities in 
order to get out of Greece. Directing his first 
feature, “Drive” writer Hossein Amini gener- 
ates delicate tension out of this trust-free 
arrangement, his cast an asset of unspoken 
desire, envy and uncertainty. For a while, the 
1962-set “Two Faces of January” intrigues 
with the promises of truth to be found at the 
end of lies for people who won't be able to 
keep up their lifestyle for much longer. 

Rather than rise, though, this story cools 
off, fading away into unconvincing, acciden- 
tal tragedy and an attempted emotional coda 
that feels more stapled on than woven in. 
That’s why the final shot of this diverting but 
unremarkable thriller seems not like mean- 
ingful evidence of a slippery person sliding 
through the cracks but a casual stroll away 
from something already forgotten.

BEST MOTION PICTURE, 

MUSICAL OR COMEDY 

Good: “The Grand Budapest Hotel” earns 
nominations for Best Motion Picture, Musical or 
Comedy and Best Director (Wes Anderson). Even 
though the movie's a comedy, the Oscars bet- 
ter follow suit (with a Best Actor nod for Golden 
Globe-nominated star Ralph Fiennes, too). 

Not so good: “St. Vincent” gets a nod in that 
Best Pic category? Over “Obvious Child” 

and “Inherent Vice”? Even something like 
“Neighbors” (which is actually funny) is more 
deserving. 


BEST MOTION PICTURE, DRAMA 

Good: “Selma” earns a Best Motion Picture, 
Drama nomination, with a Best Director nod for 
Ava DuVernay and Best Actor, Drama nod for 
David Oyelowo. The movie opens Jan. 9, and 
it’s great. 

Not so good: It’s the only title in the batch 
(which includes “Boyhood,” “Foxcatcher,” 

“The Imitation Game” and “The Theory of 
Everything”) that belongs there. The other four 
should be “A Most Violent Year,” “Whiplash,” 
“Nightcrawler” and the unfairly maligned “Fury.” 


BEST ACTOR, DRAMA 

Good: Jake Gyllenhaal gets a nod for Best 
Actor, Drama. He’s unbelievably good in 
“Nightcrawler.” 

Not so good: So does Steve Carell for 
“Foxcatcher,” even though he’s unconvincing 
in the film that features a far better lead per- 
formance from Channing Tatum. Respect the 
Tatum. 


BEST ACTRESS, DRAMA 

Good: Almost everyone in the Best Actress, 
Drama category (Felicity Jones, “The 
Theory of Everything”; Julianne Moore, “Still 
Alice”; Rosamund Pike, “Gone Girl”; Reese 
Witherspoon, “Wild”) is justified. 

Not good: Except Jennifer Aniston for “Cake,” 

a movie most critics haven't seen yet. This hap- 
pened last year with Kate Winslet and the awful 
“Labor Day.” Hopefully “Cake” is much better. 


BEST ACTOR, MUSICAL OR COMEDY 

Good: Joaquin Phoenix gets nominated for 
Best Actor, Musical or Comedy for “Inherent 
Vice” (opening Jan. 9). It’s a weird, tough role, 
and I’m glad he wasn't overlooked. 

Not good: It pertains to another movie that’s not 
out yet, so I’m not allowed to comment. Actually, 
there are two slots here that really need to be 
replaced (Bill Murray’s the other one). 


BEST SUPPORTING ACTRESS 

Good: Jessica Chastain is awesome in “A Most 
Violent Year” (opening in Chicago early 2015). 
Great to see her nominated for Best Supporting 
Actress. 

Not so good: So many snubs in this catego- 

ry: Laura Dern, “Wild;” Katherine Waterston, 
“Inherent Vice;” Kristen Stewart, “Still Alice;” 
Tilda Swinton, “Snowpiercer.” Absurd. 


BEST SUPPORTING ACTOR 

Good: J.K. Simmons nominated for Best 
Supporting Actor for “Whiplash.” He was a lock, 
but seeing as the film absurdly got no other 
nominations, it’s still a relief. 

Not so good: Nominating Robert Duvall for 
“The Judge”? You must be joking. 


BEST SCREENPLAY 

Good: Chicago's Gillian Flynn gets a Best 
Screenplay nod for “Gone Girl.” The book is bet- 
ter (of course), but the movie’s still a big glass 
of emotional poison. 

Not so good: Richard Linklater’s nomination in 
that category for “Boyhood.” | know everyone 
likes that movie more than | do. But is it really a 
triumph of screenwriting? 


JUST PLAIN BAD 

No Best Actress, Musical or Comedy nomi- 
nation for “Obvious Child” star Jenny Slate. 
Instead, the category includes obvious names 
like Amy Adams, Helen Mirren and Julianne 
Moore. Give a chance to someone deserving!

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Charli XCX is making right moves to hit it big

Step 1 in a hit music career: Make songs 
that sound nice on the radio, as Charli XCX 
has done with Icona Pop’s “I Love It,” Iggy 
Azalea’s “Fancy” and her own “Boom Clap,” 
from this year’s “The Fault In Our Stars” 
soundtrack. Step 2: Follow up with a fizzy al- 
bum about breakups, getting rich and “living 
the dream like a London queen.” Step 3: Pack 
the opening title track, “SUCKER,” with pro- 
fanity worthy of the Geto Boys. 

Charli XCX’s record label was with her 
until that third step. “That was like a whole 
row with the record company, about that par- 
ticular song,” said the singer and songwriter 
born Charlotte Aitchison. “They sent out the 
wrong version to be reviewed. I was so mad. 
They sent out this ‘half-clean’ version. I cor- 
rected that. Obviously it’s quite aggressive, 
but for me it was very important.” 

“Why wouldn’t you open your album with 
screaming {bleep} you! 20 times?” added 
Aitchison, 22. “That definitely had to be the 
first song on the album.” 


In an interview with Time magazine this 
week, Charli XCX declared the bulk of today’s 
hits “plastic, overproduced, bad-lyric throw- 
away” and predicted: “I can see pop music 
changing into something I can really run.” 
This may be more than hubris. She tossed off 
“I Love It” in a hotel room, and in Icona Pop’s 
hands it became a classic kiss-off. 

“When ‘I Love It’ came out, even though 
that song sounds very normal on the ra- 
dio, a lot of people were freaking out—they 
wouldn't play it because it was so hard, that 
club track,” she said. “This whole kind of 
shouty thing became a trend, and for the most 
part, I was the person who began that.” 

Aitchison grew up near London. Her par- 
ents gave her money to begin making her first 
album, “14,” when she was 14 years old, ac- 
cording to Time. Although she never sold the 
album commercially, she made tracks available 
on MySpace and landed performances at local 
raves. At first, her parents dropped her off at 
the events, but when they realized what kind 
of mayhem was going on, they stuck around.

As “T Love It” sold 2 million copies, Aitchi- 
son relocated to Stockholm and began work- 
ing on the record. 

“We wrote some songs, but originally, I 
started doing covers of [producer Patrik Berg- 
er’s} old band Snuffed by the Yakuza. We just 
wanted to make bad-ass music. We weren't 
worried about anything,” Aitchison said. 
“Making some punk songs with Patrik put 
me back in my zone of not really caring about 
crafting a song.” 

With her rare ability to sound simultane- 
ously like Joan Jett and Ariana Grande, Charli 
XCX may well represent the future of pop 
music. She’s prepared—for the most part. 

“Right now, [life] is not very different for 
me. I don’t really go out,” she said. “I don’t

Second City alum plays 
one of TV’s most vile men

It is almost unheard of for a TV series to get 
a second season nearly 10 years after the first. 
But with so many recent changes in the view- 
ing landscape, nothing about television is busi- 
ness as usual anymore. 

Which brings us to “The Comeback,” a 
spiky behind-the-scenes Hollywood satire that 
first aired on HBO in 2005. The show’s long- 
belated second season began airing last month 
and continues through Dec. 28. It remains as 
deeply observant and sharply acted as ever. 

Created by Lisa Kudrow and Michael Pat- 
rick King, it is equal parts tragedy and com- 
edy, starring Kudrow as sitcom actress Val- 
erie Cherish, a woman both ridiculous and 
recognizably human. She is not a bad person so 
much as one blinded by the validation she be- 
lieves comes with celebrity. If she’s not famous, 
who is she? 

This consuming hunger has led her to put 
up with all manner of abuse, much of it at the 
hands of a character called Paulie G, a loath- 
some dude-bro TV writer who was Valerie’s 
boss and nemesis in the first season. He is back 
for the second season, wreaking emotional 
havoc and setting gender politics back by a few 
decades. Played by Second City alum Lance 
Barber, Paulie G’s rage practically shoots out 
from his eye sockets like laser beams. He is Val- 
erie’s worst nightmare—and she his. 

“She’s a trigger,” Kudrow said. “She pushes 
a button in him. She’s a mirror of his own des- 
peration. He tries to avoid walking by those 
mirrors all the time, and then there she is.” 

The character may be an ogre, but he is 
based in truth. The writers on “The Come- 


back,” Kudrow said, all have a Paulie G story 
of their own. 

“When we were interviewing people to 
write for the show, they all thought they knew 
who Paulie G was based on—and everyone 
had a different person in mind. So there are 
a lot of those guys out there, that’s what that 
said to me.” 

A Michigan native who moved to Chicago 
in 1995 to study sketch and improv, Barber 
toggles between larger-than-life fury and 
small, nuanced moments as Paulie G. He is 
at his most unsettling when giving Valerie a 
silent look that says, “Go away and die.” As 
one fan of the show tweeted: “Paulie G is the 
only sitcom character that can steal the show 
without saying a word. He has the gift of “The 
Look.’” 

“I come from a family that is wonderfully 
high in emotion,” Barber said, “and I have 
some of that in me, as well. I try to remain 
more reasonable, but I might be quick to emo- 
tion, and I think that comes out on my face.” 

In Chicago, Barber studied at Second City 
and after five years working at the theater’s box 
office (and performing at iO Theater, where he 
studied with the late improv guru Del Close), 
he was asked to join Second City’s touring 
company; he decided to give Los Angeles a 
shot instead. 

“The Comeback,” he said, has been more 
than just another gig. “I'll be lucky to have a 
role that rich and well-received again in my ca- 
reer. Not only was it one of my best and favor- 
ite jobs in the world, but it was just so flatter- 
ing that people wanted the show to come back 
badly enough after ro years.”
